— Whereas it appears 
to the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer- 
Merwara, that the document contain- 
ing the resolution issued by the 
Working Committee of the All-India 
Congress in 1930 for adoption at public 
meetings to advocate the severance by 
India of the British connection and the 
attainment of Purna Swaraj or com- 
plete independence, contains words of 
the nature described in Section 4 (1) of 
the Indian „Press (Emergencv Powers) 
Act, XXIII of 1931, since they tend to 
bring into hatred or contempt the Gov- 
ernment as established by law in 
British India or to excite disaffection 
towards the said Government, it is 


hereby declared, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Section 19 of the 
Indian Press (Emergency Powers) Act, 
XXIII of 1931, that every copy of the 
said document is forfeited to His 
Majesty.
